Solutions offered 
to farm problem 


To the Editor: Here is my 
answer to your editorial “Farm- 
ing Treadmill,” appearing in 
the March 21 issue of Wallaces 
Farmer. 

Hay wafering machines do 
not appear to be perfected yet. 
But if they are downright suc- 
cessful in every way, and this 
includes the results of feeding, 
it would appear that the best 
farm program would be to re- 
quire farmers to keep a certain 
percent of their cultivated acre- 
age in legumes or grasses. 

Farmers might be granted a 
reasonable payment for the ex- 
pense of grass seed and extra 
machinery. There is a lot of land 
better off in grass. And farm- 
ers would benefit from better 
prices and reduced operation 
expenses. 

With present improved hay- 
ing machinery, and later hay 
wafering machines are likely to 
be coming on the market, I fully 
believe the time to begin to 
push this idea is now!—A. W., 
Franklin county, Iowa. 


... I have just finished read- 
ing “Farming Treadmill.” How 
is this for an answer? 

Revive the soil bank acreage 
reserve plan, and pay farmers 
in-kind instead of dollars. Then 
if a surplus is in prospect, say 
125 percent of a normal crop, 
place a 100 percent tax on all 
surplus production. 

Pay market price for 80 per- 
cent of what comes to market. 
Place the surplus in storage for 
one year, and use it for pay- 
ment of the cost of the acreage 
reserve the following year. This, 
I believe, would do the trick 
and hold surpluses in check 

In case of a crop shortage, 
we would have an ever-normal 
granary to fall back upon. 
Would this scheme fail because 
politicians wouldn’t be able to 
buy farmers’ votes with some 
other farm plan?—E. L. John- 
son, Faribault county, Minn. 


... Your editorial “Farming 
Treadmill,” brings out the real 
truth for the first time. Let’s 
look at the problem from an- 
other angle. We're spending 
millions to increase production, 
but someone forgot the most 
important item. How are we 
going to sell our produce? 

Some think volume and effi- 
ciency are the answers to the 
farm problem. Actually we have 
the highest efficiency in the 
world. The problem is in the 
selling end. 

The NFO is organizing legal 
marketing agreements thru the 
Capper-Volstead Act that may 
be the answer to our problem

4 Noe LATEST EFFORT for 

new farm legislation is com- 
ing from midwestern Republi- 
cans. It is spurred by a desire 
to regain some of the rural vote 
lost in last November's election. 

Secretary Benson has not 
submitted a bill to carry out the 
administration's proposals to 
“get the government out of ag- 
riculture.” 

This strategy may give him 
an opporiunity to pin a Demo- 
cratic label on anything con- 
gress does, and switch the 
blame for mounting surpluses. 
But it contributes to the cur- 
rent farm program stalemate in 
Washington. 

Senator Homer Capehart 
(Rep., Ind.) is one of the key 
figures in getting the new group 
organized. Senator Hicken- 
looper (Rep., Iowa) has been 
meeting with the committee. 

They’re approaching the 
question on the basis that some- 
thing must be done about 
mounting USDA costs for the 
purchase and storage of sur- 
plus commodities. It may lead 
to a Republican move for tighier 
production controls. 

The group also may decide to 
bring pressure on Secretary Ben- 
son and urge his resignation. 
MERICAN Farm _ Bureau 
Federation has given up 
their membership in the Inter- 
national Federation of Agricul- 
tural Producers. Organized in 
1946, it is a world-wide federa- 
tion of general farm and co- 
operative organizations. 

It has members in 28 coun- 
tries and the organization is 
recognized by the United Na- 
tions as a spokesman for non-

Here’s how to get 
top corn yields 


OP CORN YIELDS come from a com- 
bination of factors. Keeping all of 
these factors in proper balance is the key 
management job. If any part is missing 
or in short supply, a ceiling is clamped 
on yields no matter how favorable the 
weather might be 
Most of the state has a good subsoil 
moisture supply. This sets the stage for 
top yields if seasonal weather is favorable. 
Where this is the case, you can’t afford 
to aim for anything less than top corn 
yields. 


Seed 


One of the first factors you’ll want to 
consider is the seed you plant. The hy- 
brid should have the yielding ability to 
make full use of the favorable environ- 
ment you provide. Some hybrids have 
greater ability to deliver high yields than 
others 

Perhaps equally important are resist- 
ance to lodging, few dropped ears, and 
desirable maturity. You may even want to 
ith different

Planting rate 

Planting te is a place where many 
folks are sing a bet. Most stands are 
too thin fo 

Suppose you are in an area with good 
subsoil moisture and that you expect 
60 to 90 bushel yields in a good year 
Then you'll want a stand of 13,000 to 
14,000 plants per acre. That means 
planting four kernels for every 40 inches 
of a 40-inch row 

If you expect 75 to 100 bushel yields, 
a 16,000 plant stand is better. That calls 
for planting five kernels for every 40 
inches of a 40-inch row 

You may want to trim these rates a bit

Corn Is 
High yields produced by thick planting

A shortage of nitrogen is most likely 
to limit yields. But phosphate and potash 
are just as important in some areas 

Soil tests are the best way to find the 
most profitable amount of fertilizer to 
use. But you can make a pretty good 
guess even if you have no test results 

Corn not following a legume and not 
getting a heavy application of manure is 
sure to need extra nitrogen. Figure about 
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40 to 60 pounds of actual nitrogen on 
good, level to gently rolling soils. For 
steeper soils, 60 to 80 pounds is probably 
a better guess 

In north central and western lowa, ex- 
tra phosphate usually pays. Try about 
30 pounds per acre of available phosphate. 
In northeast Iowa, Clyde soils need about 
30 pounds of potash. 

In addition to these applications of 
fertilizer, corn on nearly all of lIowa’s 
soils responds to hill or row (starter) fer- 
tilizer applied with a planter attachment 
Average yield increase is 6 to 10 bushels 
per acre 

Placing the starter about 2 inches be- 
low and 2 inches to the side of the seed 
increases vields still more Most ne 
planters have fertilizer attachments \ 
give this placement. Kits are availab 
to convert the split boot attachments 
older planters for the deeper application 

The split boot applicator scatters the 
fertilizer right with the seed. So use no 
more than 30 pounds per acre of actual 
nitrogen and potash. Heavier doses of 
these soluble salts may 
ination 


reduce germ- 


Agronomists now recommend that at 
least half of the phosphate in starter be 
water soluble. You'll want to check with 
your fertilizer dealer on the water solu- 
bility of phosphate in the starter you buy 

For most of the state, 100 pounds per 
acre of 5-20-20 or the equivalent (125 
pounds of 4-16-16, for example) is the 
recommended starter. But in western, 
southwestern, far south central, and ex- 
treme northeast parts of the state, 100 
pounds of 5-20-10, will do as well 


Seedbed 

Seedbed preparation is an important 
part of corn growing. But it can vary 
considerably 

Some folks on medium textured soils 
have gone to wheel track planting to cut 
down on tillage. Each time over the field 
adds to cost and soil compaction 

Costs can be reduced by combining op- 
erations, too. For example, a cultivator 
mounted on the tractor that pulls the 
planter may let you skip one disking and 
harrowing. 

Tho you may not want to try minimum 
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tillage, you will be ahead not to work the 
soil more than necessary for good seed- 
bed and adequate weed control. The test 
for a good seedbed is whether or not it 
will allow accurate planting 


Planting 

Proper timing is vital in planting. De- 
lay after May 25 starts trimming yields 
for most hybrids. Yet soil should be 
warm enough for rapid germination. Seed 
in cold wet soil often falls prey to soil 
insects or disease 

Usually, seed should be placed just 
deep enough to get it into moist soil for 
rapid germination

Soil insecticide mixed with starter fer 
tilizer works well when used in a split 
boot applicator. But with deeper place- 
ment, the insecticide is away from the 
seed and gives only limited insect control 

The chemical can be broadcast ahead 
of planting. In this case, it should be 
worked into the soil immediately. Or it 
can be banded over the row with a special 
attachment on the planter 

It's extra attention to the fine points 
that pays off in highest yields the weather 
will allow. This, of course, boosts the 


profit from your crop.

Soil Bank vs. Social Security 
HE MOST realistic program we have 
to bring about needed adjustments in 
agriculture is the conservation reserve 
The whole-farm provision begun this year 
expanded its value and effectiveness. 

The social security program could work 
hand in hand with the soil bank. Land 
retirement payments should supplement 
social security payments, permitting more 
farmers to retire at 65. 

A quirk in the social security law is a 
stumbling block, however. It looks on 
soil bank payments as rental income only 
when the owner lives away from the 
farm, and has taken no part in its opera- 
tion and management. 

Thus, an owner-operator who wants to 
retire with his land loses his social securi- 
ty payments in all months in which he 
does any substantial amount of work on 
his farm, such as clipping weeds. In 
other words, his soil bank payments are

State Marketing Division 
HE BILL to set up a state marketing 
division in the state department of 
agriculture is in danger of being buried 
in the senate appropriations committee 
It passed the house several weeks ago. 

The marketing division would conduct 
programs and initiate policies to improve 
the marketing of Iowa farm products. 

It would work to promote sales; help 
get buyers and sellers together; search 
for economical marketing methods; co- 
operate with Iowa State College in mar- 
keting research and education; and carry 
on an education program to help farmers 
market their products effectively. 

The bill deserves further hearings and 
serious consideration. It will help devel- 
op better markets for lowa farm products. 


Help May Be Coming For 


County Governments 


HE IOWA legislature may open the 

door for the streamlining of county 
courthouse services. Senate File 346, 
mentioned in the last issue, was defeated 
25-24 after two sweeping amendments 
were added. 

As amended, the bill would have per- 
mitted counties three options. They could 
adopt the county manager system; con- 
solidate county offices; or consolidate 
counties themselves. 

Most objections were raised on the con- 
solidation of counties. We’re not ready 


Compromises Needed 


RECENT MOVE by a dozen or so 

midwestern senators is a _ healthy 
sign. The group is reportedly working on 
a farm program proposal—one that would 
be reasonably acceptable to our Demo- 
cratic congress as well as our Republican 
administration. 

Agriculture is drastically in need of 
new legislation. But things have bogged 
down completely. Benson refuses to 
budge one inch from his more freedom— 
lower supports platform. 

The Democratic move for a sweeping 
new farm program providing production 
payments broke down, partly because of 
north-south differences. 

Leaders of our largest farm organiza- 
tion have shown extreme rigidity in their 
thinking. With the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation it’s been “our program or 
none,” regardless of the urgent need for 
quick action. 

A workable and acceptable farm pro- 
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gram must be based on facts. If all farm 
interests would sit down together and ex- 
amine the facts, they should be able to 
locate some mutually-acceptable compro- 
mises. 

Anyone reading the speeches, news re- 
leases, and publications from all our 
farm organizations would be amazed at 
the time and effort they spend fighting 
each other. Is this a wise way for farmers 
to spend their money? Are we too proud 
(or bull-headed) to band together for 
mutual good—and possibly mutual sur- 
vival? 

We believe Robert Buck, an Iowa farm- 
er and farm leader, laid the groundwork 
for some effective farm program com- 
promises recently. He was featured speak- 
er at the Iowa Master Farmer award 
luncheon in Des Moines. 

A few of his suggestions are given on 
page 59. If you’d like a copy of his entire 
speech, just write us. 
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for such a drastic step at the present 
time. The bill was then trimmed down to 
permit only the consolidation of county 
offices, and re-introduced. 

It passed the senate 48-0. This is en- 
couraging. The consolidation of county 
offices is the most practical and workable 
part of the three-option proposal. It de- 
serves to pass. 

3y petition of 25 percent of the voters 
in a county, an election could be held to 
permit the combining of two or more 
county services in one office. 

Another bill that has been passed by 
the house would raise the term of county 
officers—except the county attorney— 
from 2 years to 4 years. This change 
would improve county government, too 


Co-op Law Changes 
MOVE to bring Iowa co-op laws up to 
date has met with success in the 
senate. It (SF 458) passed 31-17. 

As amended, it applies only to farm 
cooperatives. The bill removes the pre- 
vious restriction whereby only a co-op’s 
members could be paid patronage divi- 
dends. 

Iowa is the only state with such a re- 
striction. Its removal will permit Iowa 
co-ops to meet federal internal revenue 
service requirements in regard to the 
handling of co-op earnings and dividends 

lowa co-ops shouldn’t be hampered by 
state laws that are incompatible with 
federal regulations 
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IT MAY TAKE legislation to save the 
family farm in the next 10 years. Agri- 
culture is a highly regulated industry thru- 
out much of the world. Ours has been 
running wide open, with no flywheel or 
governor.

Mearl Pottroff, Carroll county, 
Iowa, recently switched to a multiple 
farrowing and confinement hog rais- 
ing program. 


Pottroff converted his barn into a far- 
rowing with little The 
bulk of the money spent for expansion of 
housing facilities went into a new “finish- 
ing’ shed designed for year-around con- 
finement feeding 

A 36 by 100-foot building is the center 
of Pottroff’s hog operation. This is the 
new growing-finishing area. A concrete 
floor, measuring 18 by 100 feet, flanks 
each side of this building 

tunning full length along the outside 
of each feeding floor are self-feeders. 

“Convenient feed handling is a neces- 
sity when you raise hogs in confinement,” 
says Pottroff. “We're using a complete 
feed that is ground and mixed at the local 
elevator. Their bulk truck delivers di- 
rectly into the feeders, so feeding labor 
is cut to a minimum.” 

E. L. Quaife, lowa State College swine 
specialist, thinks an automatic feeding 
system can be justified if you’re raising 


house expense 


500 or more hogs each year. 


If you do your own grinding and 
mixing, locate the feed storage and 


processing center near the swine fin- 
ishing building. Most of the feed will 
be going to this area, so make it as 
convenient as possible. 


Handling manure may be your bigge 
chore when feeding hogs on concrete 

D. G. Jedele, agricultural engineer at 
the University of Illinois, suggests some 
pointers that will help confine dunging to 
a specific area 

Feeders should be located so the hogs 
will pass thru the manure area in going 
from the resting to the feeding area. Also, 
place waterers along side the dunging 
area rather than near the feeders. 

Pottroff designed his feeding floors so 
that a tractor and scoop can be used effi- 
ciently to clean up. Each outside edge 
of the floor slopes towards the center. 
This 8-foot-wide middle section runs 4 
inches below the outside edges of the 
floor. 


Manure is pushed down this center 
“trough” to a shallow concrete pit at 
the end of the feeding floor. From 
here it is easily loaded into manure 
spreaders for field disposal. 


“Flies can be a problem during the 
summer tho, unless the pits are cleaned 
regularly,” says Pottroff. 

Systems collecting and utilizing liquid 
manure are another possibility. Under- 
ground collection tanks, sump pumps, and 
disposal tank wagons include some of the 
equipment necessary in handling liquid 
manure. 

Beware of overcrowding. No more than 
40-50 pigs per pen are recommended 
Try to keep the pigs in each lot uniform 
in size. Tail-enders are poor competitors 
with fast-growing pigs, especially in con- 
finement. 

Agricultural engineers recommend a 
resting area of 7 to 8 square feet per pig 
Figure about the same per pig space re- 
quirements for the feeding and dunging 
areas. 

Some farmers enclose the entire finish- 
ing operation. Others cover only the rest- 


ONE feeder space for every three 
or four pigs and one automatic 
watering cup for every 25 pigs— 
that’s a good recommendation for 
hogs in confinement.

One important practice often 
overlooked is flushing of sows 
and gilts prior to breeding. This 
has a lot of influence on future 
litter size. 

Virgil Hayes, Iowa State Col- 
lege swine nutritionist, points 
out that flushing stimulates the 
release of additional eggs. As 
more eggs are ovulated into the 
uterus, the conception rate is 
increased. 

3egin flushing 2 weeks before 
breeding and continue for about 
3 weeks after mating. Full- 
feeding sows and gilts and 
boosting protein levels to 18 
percent is also suggested during 
this period. 

Feed pregnant sows a ration 
containing plenty of bulky feeds. 
Nutritionists say a 14-15 per- 
cent protein level is sufficient 
unless silage is part of the ges- 
tation ration. With silage, a

high-level “silage balancer’ is 
necessary to furnish nutritional

Try to regulate the feed so 
that gain from one-half 
to one pound per day.

To save labor, you may want 
to self-feed sows. If so, increase 
the amount of fiber in the ra- 
tion or sows may get too fat 

What about parasite control? 
“Bred gilts and sows should be 
wormed before being put into 
the farrowing pen,” says Hayes 

He also suggests frequent 
checking for lice and mange. 
Spraying with lindane or ben- 
zine hexachloride gives good 
controls of most parasites. 

Don’t overlook the water 
supply. Even in cold weath- 
er, a sow drinks at least one 
gallon of water per day. 

Pay particular attention to 
shade and water during hot 
weather. Sows overheat easily, 
especially if too fat.

Soil insecticides 
good investment 


‘OIL INSECTS are ready to 

take a big bite out of 1959 
corn yields. They'll be a special 
threat on continuous corn land. 

But they can be stopped ef- 
fectively with soil insecticides. 
And many farmers are making 
plans to use this kind of “crop 
insurance” this year 

Donald Byerly, Clarke coun- 
ty, Iowa, will treat 70 acres of 
his corn ground this year. The 
land has been in continuous 
corn for several years. 


“There was evidence of 
rootworm infestation last 
year,” Byerly says. “Quite 
a bit of stalk lodging.” 

Fred and Lee Magel, who 
farm Fremont county, Iowa, bot- 
tom land, also are planning to 
use soil insecticides this season. 

The Magel brothers will use 
attachments on their corn plant- 
er to apply aldrin granules in 
the row. They’ll have 325 acres 
of corn this year. 


insecticides 


Both aldrin and heptachlor 
are effective against soil insects, 
indicates Harold Gunderson, 
lowa State College entomologist. 
Either granular or spray forms 
may be used. 

They'll knock out the seed 
corn beetle and maggot, wire- 
worm, cutworm, white grub, sod 
webworm, bill bug, cornfield 
ants, corn root aphids, and 
corn rootworms. 

The insecticides may be 
broadcast or applied in the row. 
Broadcast applications will last 
at least thru the second season. 
Row applications must be re- 
peated each year. 

For broadcast treatment, 
one pound per acre of the 
actual aldrin or heptachlor 
is applied. Then it must be 
disked in immediately. 

The broadcast method is used 
by A. F. Martin, Pottawattamie 
county, Iowa. He uses a little 
heavier rate—1% pounds actual 
aldrin per acre—put on in spray 
form 

Martin mounts his sprayer to 
the front of his disk. Tanks 
are carried on the tractor. This 
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way, he applies and disks in the 
insecticide in one operation. 

“I haven’t had rootworm or 
wireworm trouble since I started 
treating, either,” he says. 

Martin adds, “Using soil in- 
secticides has added about 10 
bushels of corn per acre to my 
yield. 


Row treatment 

Other farmers, like the Magel 
brothers, use insecticides in the 
row. This method is cheaper. 
But, as indicated, it must be re- 
peated each year. 

The rate for row application 
usually is one-half pound actual 
aldrin or heptachlor per acre. 
One pound is used where infes- 
tations of wireworms or white 
grubs are known to exist. The 
heavier treatment also is needed 
on peat or muck soils. 

There are three satisfactory 
choices for applying the insec- 
ticides in the row. They in- 
clude: 

1. Twenty percent aldrin or 
heptachlor granules at 242 to 5 
pounds per acre. Special at- 
tachments drop them in the 
furrow just back of the planter 
shoe. 

2. Twenty-five percent aldrin 
or heptachlor emulsifiable con- 
centrate. From one to 2 quarts 
in 2 gallons of water are ap- 
plied per acre. The material is 
put on as a spray just back of 
the planter shoe. 

3. Aldrin or heptachlor—one- 
half pound of the actual chemi- 
cal mixed in 100 to 200 pounds 
of starter fertilizer per acre. 
This is effective if applied with 
the split-boot type fertilizer at- 
tachment. 

However, agronomists recom- 
mend placing starter fertilizer 
below and to one side of seed. 
Newer fertilizer attachments do 
this. 


This is not the best spot 
for soil insecticides. So with 
the newer planters, one of 
the other two methods of 
insecticide placement may 
be a better choice.

Farmers argue about effect of 
1959 corn program on earnings 


OWA FARMERS say they are 
going to increase corn acre- 
age 19 percent over last year. 
U. S. farmers say they will in- 
crease 12 percent. That’s the 
report of the intention-to-plant 
survey of the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Before this report came out, 
the Wallaces Farmer Poll went 
to the country to see how farm- 
ers thought the 1959 corn pro- 
gram would affect the farm 
income. 

Half of the farmers we talked 
to thought the new corn pro- 
gram would hurt farm income. 
Only 12 percent thought it 
would help. 


The questions asked and 
the farmers’ replies are giv- 
en in the table on _ this 
page. Read the questions 
over and see how you 
would have answered. 

Here are comments made by 
two farmers in Webster county, 
lowa. They took opposite sides. 

Younger farmer: “It will hurt 
us. I'd like to see some rigid 
controls.” 

Older farmer: “May hurt 
some, but it’s fine to get rid of 
allotments. Now maybe supply 
and demand will work again.” 

As a group, younger farmers 
were more critical of the 1959 
corn program than were older 
farmers. Here is the way age 
groups lined up on “Will hurt 
farm income.” 


20-34 yrs 58° 
35-49 yrs 54 
50 and up 39 


Note that 58 percent of the 
younger farmers believed that 
hurt farm income. 

Older farmers cast the biggest 
experience they had, the less 
vote for “undecided.” The more 
the new corn program would 
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sure they were about what ought 
to be done next. 

“In the long run, the new 
corn program will help,” said 
a farmer in Delaware county. 
“But over the next 3 years it 
won’t make much difference.” 

A middle-aged farmer in 
O’Brien county had a different 
view: “Cutting out allotments 
and giving loans to everyone is 
the worst thing they can do to 
us. It will increase the amount 
of corn stored and boost the 
cost of farm programs.” 

A Lee county man wanted 
even less than the 1959 corn 
program promised: “If the gov- 
ernment would let the farmer 
alone, everybody would get 
along better.” 

Bigger farmers were more 
worried about the new program 
than smaller farmers. Here is 
the way the two groups voted:

A Sac county man predicted 
“It is hard to figure out. but 
looks to me like farmers will 
raise more corn and make 
prices go down.” 

“Farmers can blame them- 
selves for much of their trou- 
ble,” said an older farmer in 
Dubuque county. “When prices 
are good, the farmer ups his 
production and down goes the 
price. Too many hogs are being 
raised now by fellows who never 
were in the business before.” 

“Of course the new program 
will hurt farm income,” said a

farmer in Webster county, “I’ve 
talked to a good many people 
and they’re planting everything 
to corn. So am I.” 

A Sac county man commented 
on the difference in prices of 
products farmers sell and com- 
modities they buy: “In 1942. 
dad bought a car for $1,000 and 
got $1.50 per bushel for corn 
Today, I gave $3,200 for a car 
and get about $1 per bushel for 
my corn.” 

How do Republicans and 
Democrats look at the problem? 
Men who in 1958 voted for 
Murray (Rep.) for governor or 
for Loveless (Dem.) for governor 
lined up like this on the 1959 
corn program:

Farmers who couldn’t make 
up their minds how to vote in 
1958 also had trouble in making 
up their minds about the corn 
program. Democrats disliked 
the corn program even more 
than Republicans, but few in 
any group thought the program 
would help farm income. 

A similar break-down on 1956 
voters for Eisenhower and Stev- 
enson gave about the same re- 
sults. Even tho the 1959 corn 
program is a product of the 
Eisenhower administration only 
16 percent of Ike’s voters said 
the new plan “will help.” 

A Kossuth county man had 
this comment: “The corn pro- 
gram will help this year, but 
how about the future? I’m un- 
decided.” 

Here’s a comment from a 
young farmer in Union county 
I think it’s a darn poor set-up.” 
But many folks will sympathize 
with the older man in Louisa 
county who wondered: “That's 
too big a question for me. |] 
wish I had the ability to figure 
t out

Two pig diseases may look like mange 


Parakeratosis and greasy pig 
disease need careful diagnosis 


wo PIG DISEASES that 
sometimes seem to look 
alike are causing losses in 
lowa’s 1959 spring pig crop, 
says Maynard Spear, Iowa State 
College veterinarian. 

They are greasy pig disease 
and parakeratosis. 

Deaths from greasy pig dis- 
ease vary from 5 to 100 percent 
when the disease gets into a lit- 
ter of pigs from 5 days to 5 
weeks old. The younger the 
pigs, the more get sick and die 

Parakeratosis more often at- 
tacks pigs 10 to 12 weeks old 


Usually less than half the pigs 
in a herd contract this disease. 

Greasy pig was first reported 
more than 100 years ago. But 
it’s been appearing more often 
in the past 15 years. It occurs 
most often in the spring. 

The best treatment is sanita- 
tion and segregation of affected 
litters. Some favorable results 
have been reported when the 
pig’s skin was washed with mild 
solutions of “pino-cresol” or 
quaternary ammonia com- 
pounds, says Spear. 

Parakeratosis is a disease rec- 


ognized only in the past 10 
years. It occurs most frequently 
in well-managed herds where 
considerable attention has been 
paid to balanced rations and 
good housing. The disease is 
most commonly found in fall 
and winter. 

It seems to be caused by a 
shortage of zinc in the rations, 
especially those with high cal- 
cium and/or phosphorus levels 

Pigs usually recover when 
they’re placed on good legume 
pasture or are given 0.9 pound 
of zinc sulphate or 0.4 pound of 
zine carbonate per ton of ration. 
Many never get back to their 
normal growth rate.

OWANS may soon be using 

granular herbicides to fight 
weeds in corn, says W. G. Love- 
ly, agricultural engineer at Iowa 
State College. 

A granular herbicide is made 
up of an inert material that has 
been soaked in a herbicide. It 
isn’t a solid herbicide which has 
been ground into small chunks. 

Lovely lists four main ad- 
vantages of granular herbicides 
over sprays: (1) No mixing, (2) 
no water handling problems, (3) 
no more nozzle clogging, and 
(4) less weight involved (you ap- 
ply about 20 pounds of granular 
material where it requires about 
80 pounds of spray). 

Granular herbicides have 
some disadvantages, too, he 
pointed out: (1) They require 
specialized equipment, (2) can’t 
be stored long and take more 
space, and (3) come in bags and 
must be manhandled. 


“Performance tests show 
granules are as effective as 
sprays. There’s also less 
crop damage with granules 
because they don’t cover 
the foliage completely, as 
sprays do,” says Lovely. 


Best results come when the 
herbicide is applied three times 
a year. These are: (1) Planting 
time or pre-emergence, (2) the 
2 to 6-leaf stage of corn growth 
or early post emergence, and 
3) late post emergence 

Application can be made in a 
band over the row, or over the 
entire area. Working the gran- 
ules into the soil with a rotary 
hoe, weeder or harrows helps 
during normal or dry seasons. 
But when it’s wet, he pointed 
out, this may make the granules 
less effective. The herbicides 
in granules can be applied at the 
same rates as those in your 
spray recommendations 


Testing to date shows that 
the same equipment you 
use for granular insecticides 
can be used for applying 
herbicides. 


“Measuring cost is difficult,” 
reports Lovely, “but, after the 
material has been applied, tests 
show the expense is about equal 
to that of spraying.” 

What’s ahead for the future? 
Test results are promising, and 
there is a good chance that 
granular herbicides will prove to 
be another effective weapon 
against weeds

TERMITES . . in your buildings? 


ERMITES have been found 

in every county in Iowa. 

They are of most concern 
where buildings are located in 
wooded areas, or along streams 
or rivers. Damage from ter- 
mites is more common in 
southern Iowa and northern 
Missouri than in the central and 
northern parts of the state. 

Where farmsteads are located 
on open prairie, there’s little 
danger of termite damage. 

Subterranean termites, the 
kind most common in lowa, have 
a central nest in moist soil. 
Dampwood termites have nests 
in dead wood. 

Wood resting on the ground, 
or near the ground, is usually 
the first to be attacked. Damage 
may show up first as buckled 
floors and excessive cracking of 
walls.

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Parasitic flies may 
give borer control 
PARASITE of the Eu- 
ropean corn borer has 
been successfully established 
in Clay and Sioux counties by 
Iowa Experiment Station re- 
searchers. 

The releases of this para- 
site were the first ever at- 
tempted by using a supple- 
mental host before the em- 
ergence of the corn borer. 

This parasitic fly used in 
the test is capable of para- 
sitizing the stalk borer. The 
researchers have found, how- 
ever, that the fly can produce 
one generation on the stalk 
borer early in the season and 
then move on to attack the 
corn borer. Further study is 
needed to learn more about 
how this parasite disperses 
from the place where it is 
released.

If a landlord has tenants on 
his farm, the conservation re- 
serve contract will specify the 
basis on which each will share 
in the annual payments. This ar- 
rangement must be approved by 
the county ASC committee as 
being fair and equitable. Cost- 
sharing payments for conserva- 
tion work will be made to the 
individual who carried out the 
practice. 

The rules definitely state that 
a landlord cannot dismiss a ten- 
ant before the lease expires in 
order to rent his whole farm 
to the government 


To the Editor: We would 
like to raise some mangels 
this year for feed for cows 
and pigs. Can they be fed 
to dairy cows, or will they 
taint the milk?—H. L. D., 
Cedar county, Iowa. 

Mangels are a_ satisfactory 
feed for both dairy cows and 
beef cattle. However they should 
not be fed until after a few 
weeks of storage. The freshly 
harvested roots may cause 
scouring. There is no danger of 
tainted milk, however. Mangels 
are not recommended for hogs

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New oat variety 
shows promise 


A NEW OAT variety, Clintland 
“™ 60, has been released by 
the Purdue Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, according to Joe 
L. Robinson of the lowa Crop 
Improvement Association. This 
new variety looks like it might 
perform well in Iowa, too. 

Clintland 60 is similar to Clint- 
land, which has been the most 
popular variety grown in Indi- 
ana in recent years. The new 
variety is a mid-season oat, has 
a yellow kernel and excellent 
straw strength. 

It has resistance to 95 percent 
of the oat stem rust collections 
identified in the United States 
since 1954, Robinson said. It 
also has the Landhafer crown 
rust resistance With these 
characteristics, it has excellent 
protection against the prevalent 
races of rust now found in Iowa. 

The lowa Committee for Agri- 
cultural Development plans to 
grow an acreage of Clintland 60 
foundation seed in 1959 for use 
by seed producers in 1960, so 
seed should be available for 
lowa farmers in 1961, Robinson 
said. 


New way to test 
protein in milk 


NEW METHOD for deter- 
mining protein content of 
milk has been developed at the 
University of Wisconsin. The 
test is simple, inexpensive, and 
fast 

If further experiments show 
the test is consistently accurate 
it could probably be used rou- 
tinely in dairy plants, according 
to biochemist R. M. Bock, who 
developed the test

The new test might also pro- 
vide a basis for herd improve- 
ment from the standpoint of pro 
tein production, Bock says. Each 
individual cow could be checked 
for protein yield 


Any cow not “paying her 
way” in milk proteins could 
be culled from the herd in 
much the same manner as 
cows are presently culled 
for low butterfat produc- 
tion. 


It’s a simple test, Bock points 
out. It requires only a small 
investment in equipment and a 
short training session for the 
tester. 

Equipment needed includes 
a modern automatic sampling 
device, a centrifuge, and a color- 
imeter. Centrifuges used for 
Babcock tests for fat might be 
modified for the protein test, 
Bock says. 

When 10 or more samples are 
analyzed, time needed for each 
test is less than 5 minutes of 
actual testing time. 

This work indicates that herd 
improvement and milk pricing 
on a protein basis are now pos-

Newer tillage methods 
aimed at efficiency 


C= needs a good seedbed 
Soil must be fine enough to 
pack around seed, keep it moist, 
and insure good germination. 
That’s the goal of all seed- 
bed preparation methods. Regu- 
lar plow-disk-harrow, minimum 
tillage, mulch tillage and other 
methods all are aimed at giving 
corn seed a good environment 
for starting growth. 


But the newer ideas are 
pointed at doing the job 
with fewer trips across the 
field. 

Saving field time can be a 
target of any corn grower. And 
it doesn’t always mean that you 
switch methods. 

It could be done by eliminat- 
ing one or more operations. Or 
by combining operations in one 
trip. 

Of course, the goal of a good 
seedbed must be kept in mind 
Cutting operations won't help 
if seed is dropped in dry, cloddy 
earth. 

“If you don’t work the seed- 
bed down well, air pockets may 
be left,” Doyce Miller, 
Clarke county, Iowa. 

But Miller and many other 
farmers have found that a good 
seedbed can be had in the row 
without repeated disking and 
harrowing of a field. 


Says 


Miller plants about one-third 
of his corn each year by the 
minimum tillage method. This 
also is called the tractor-track 
or wheel-track method. 

In most cases, it means 
planting directly after plow- 
ing. There are no in-be- 
tween operations. 

Tractor wheels are set so that 
corn is planted in soil firmed by 
the wheels. This method works

best on lighter soils, or other 
soils in good condition. 

Miller uses a Ford tractor for 
this planting operation. He sets 
the rear tires in on the rims 
Then he sets the rear wheels in 
as far as they’ll go. 

“Plowing and planting must 
be done close together for best 
results,” Miller cautions. 

If soil dries out, tractor 
wheels won’t crush clods. And 
you won't get a firm seedbed in 
the row. 

Some farmers find their culti- 
vators are an answer to this 
obstacle, however. They use 
them to stir early spring or fall 
plowing as they plant 

Miller likes a good seedbed 
Much of his medium to heavy 
corn land is prepared in the 
conventional way. 

“But 
saves a lot of 
points out 


wheel-track planting 
operations,” he 


How about yields? “About 
the same with either con- 
ventional or minimum till- 
age methods,” Miller says. 
In addition to saving time 
and labor, minimum tillage has 
other advantages. Soil is firmed 
in rows. But between rows, the 
surface is loose and cloddy 

This allows rain to soak in 
easily. Erosion losses tend to 
be lighter. And weeds don’t get 
started as easily in the 
rough surface between rows 

Cutting the number of trips 
across the field has another ad- 
vantage. It reduces soil 
paction. 

Minimum tillage has shown 
up well in some college tests 
Yields in these trials were on

a par with corn planted in regu- 
larly prepared seedbeds. 

Mulch tillage is another meth- 
od of seedbed preparation be- 
ing tried in the Midwest. In 
this system, all plant residue is 
left on the soil surface. 

Land is prepared for planting 
with underground sweeps. Soil 
is loosened to a depth of 7 or 8 
inches. 

This operation is followed 
with a light disking to kill weeds 
and firm the soil 

Planting is done with a stand- 
ard planter. But furrow open- 
ers are recommended to help 
place seed below trash. 

The sweeps needed to loosen 
soil can be obtained as a special 
tool. Units for attaching to trac- 
tor tool bars also are available 


Mulch tillage allows a re- 
duction in field operations. 
And it shows real promise 
for controlling erosion. 


But corn yields from mulch- 
tilled land are sometimes lower 
than output from conventional- 
ly-planted corn. This is espe- 
cially true in cold, wet springs. 

Mulch tillage is best adapted 
on medium and coarse textured 
soils. And they must be well 
drained. 

Both minimum and mulch till- 
age are steps toward finding 
more efficient methods of pro- 
ducing corn. The conventional 
method can be streamlined, too. 

“Work the land only enough 
to give you a good seedbed,” 
advises Ed Dyas, lowa State 
College agronomist. 

He indicates that one tandem 
disking usually is enough for 
spring plowing. And one or two 
harrowings should be sufficient. 


After planting, save the 
harrowing operation until 
you can get some weeds. 

All corn land must be worked 
until seed can be firmed snugly 
into moist soil. But any opera- 
tions you can save beyond that 
point will make you money 


Start controlling 
ground squirrels 


TOW’S the best time to poison 

ground squirrels 

Earle Raun, entomologist at 
Iowa State College, says you can 
do a better job of it now than 
later on because the grass is 
still short and the burrows 
aren’t as hard to find 

He recommends patrolling 
your fence-rows as soon as you 
can, and dropping a spoonful 
of strychnine-poisoned oats in 
each burrow. This is effective 
for either of two species of 
ground squirrels that dig up and 
destroy corn in Iowa—the gray 
or Franklin squirrel, or the 13- 
stripe squirrel. 

It’s important to place the 
poison down inside the burrow, 
because then no other animal 
can get at the bait.

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Let pasture grow 
before grazing 


Il ON’T GET in a hurry to put 
your cattle out on pasture. 
Grazing too early may mean less 
grass during midsummer when 
you need it most 
Ralph Krenzin, extension 
agronomist at lowa State Col- 
lege, says pastures need a run 
ning start in order to provide 
good grazing all summer long. 
By waiting until the stand is 4 
to 6 inches high and until the 
ground is firm enough so that 
the cattle won't cut into it, you 
can give your pasture the chance 
it needs 
If you've aiready turned your 
cattle out, you'd better go at 
grazing slowly, Krenzin warns. 


Cattle should be left on 
the pasture only a few 
hours at a time at first, 
with the time being in- 
creased gradually. It’s best 
to take 4 to 7 days to get 
cattle on full pasture feed- 
ing. 

It’s not too late to apply ferti- 
lizer to your pasture, according 
to Krenzin. He says you'll be 
amazed at the increased yields 
you'll get from applying 30 to 
60 pounds of actual nitrogen per 
acre on grasses or 40 to 60 
pounds of actual phosphate per 
acre on legumes 

Krenzin thinks it’s a good idea 
to apply the

ground while it’s getting started. 

Fertilizing poor sod often only 
stimulates the weeds, Krenzin 
says. If you have a good area 
and a poor area within the same 
field, separate the areas with a

Waterloo, lowa 
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Grass waterways 
need some care 


AN EXTENSION agricultural 

engineer at Purdue Univer- 
sity offers some suggestions for 
farmers to follow in caring for 
grass waterways. 

If waterways, a vital phase of 
excess water disposal, are to con- 
tinue to do a good job they'll 
need maintenance this spring, 
reports engineer Don Sisson. 
They are most critical on rolling 
land. 

Sisson says that old, broken, 
and inefficient tile should be re- 
placed. The new tile should be 
placed at one side, and at a 
depth of at least 3 feet below 
the bottom of the waterway. 

Nitrogen fertilizer or manure 
should be applied to the water- 
way. The area should be mowed 
or controlled grazing practiced 
to encourage a

waterways when the 
soft,” Sisson advises 

Be on the lookout for small 
rills or breaks that may start 
a gully. If any are found, re- 
pair them immediately by tamp- 
ing in grass sod from a fence 
row. If the old waterway has 
filled with silt, and gullies are 
forming old water- 
way, you may have to build a 
new waterway. 

Remove limbs and other de- 
bris that has collected in water- 
ways. If avoid using 
the waterways as roadways. 

Plows should be tripped and 
disks straightened when cross- 
ing waterway: It is best to 
plow at right angles rather than 
parallel to waterways. A good 
rule of thumb on width is to 
leave the waterway 10 feet wide 
plus an additional foot for each 
acre of drainage area.

ERHAPS an Indian mother was lucky. 

When she worked in the field, she 
simply strapped her baby to her back and 
started out 

But the Indian mother didn’t have to 
drive a tractor. Her field was a corn patch 
in a clearing 

Life is more complicated for the mod- 
ern homemaker. A generation ago, she 
was doing well if she managed the family 
car. Today, she is often found out in the 
field maneuvering a tractol | perhaps 
four-row field equipment 

One of her problems is what to do 
with the children while she works 

When a woman limited her farm work 
to the garden, chickens and barnyard 
chores, she could take the children along, 
or slip out while they napped. That’s 
impossible now if she’s plowing or plant- 
ing the “back forty.” 

In a recent Wallaces Farmer Poll, lowa 
farm women who have small children 
were asked this question: 

What do you do with your children 
when you work in the fields? 


1. Don’t work 
2 Leave them with older children 


3. Mother or mother-in-law helps 


out 
4. Take them with me 


This is the way those women surveyed 
answered this question: 


Don’t work 60% 
Leave with older children 10 
Mother or mother-in-law helps 16 
Take them with me 


Many indicated that they used a com- 
bination of the above methods of caring 
for the children. 

Of course, a majority of the women said 
they don’t try to work in the fields while

their children are small. Relatives and 
friends are useful, and seem to be the 
easiest solution to the problem 

Even so, about 18 percent have to take 
their children along with them 

Mrs. William Penningroth, Cedar Coun- 
ty, lowa, found a different solution when 
her children were small. She would drive 
the family station wagon to the field 
the children would stay in thi 
nap 

One advantage was that the station 
wagon could be moved so that it was 
within sight of at least one parent all the 
time. 


Some women advocate fences— 
good stout ones that will confine a 
climbing three-year-old. But even 
if the fence is strong, and the yard 
equipped with plenty of play facili- 
ties, the children must be checked 
regularly and often. 


One young mother admitted that she 
worried when her three-month-old baby 
was left alone in the house. 

“At least,” she says, “he is warm and 
comfortable—and I check him at least 
once every hour.” 

This woman felt that her method was 
safer than the practice of her neighbors 
who take their babies along with them 
on the tractor.

They enjoy the companionship 
gained by working along with their hus- 
bands, and they feel more than ever that 
they are partners in the business of 
farming. 

But finding a way to care for small 
children is important. It’s hard to enjoy 
the outdoors and the work unless you 
know the children are safe and cared for.

Current production 
poses huge problems 


Even if we freeze stored 
grains, we aren’t ready 
to cope with surpluses! 


“c¢)yUR FARM PROBLEM is 
not just a matter of dis- 
posing of the surpluses that 
have accumulated over the past 
decade or so,” says Robert K. 
Buck, Dallas county, Iowa, farm- 
er. Buck was featured speaker 
at the recent Master Farmer 
award luncheon in Des Moines. 
He pointed out that farm liv- 
ing would drop to the levels 
of the 1930's if government 
stocks of grains and wheat were 
worked off by feeding them to 
livestock in the next 5 to 10 
years. 

Even if these surpluses were 
frozen or disposed of outside 
United States, simply dealing 
with our current feed produc- 
tion would pose some very diffi- 
cult problems. 

It would take a 20 percent 
boost in livestock production 
this year to use up the 1958 pro- 
duction of feed grains and sur- 
plus wheat. If we did this, the 
effect on the income of live- 
stock producers would be ex- 
tremely severe. 


“The problems we face 
are serious enough,” says 
Buck. “But the sobering 
thing is the state of dis- 


organization among farm- 
ers and farm leaders. 
“This is our real ‘fix’—our 


general state of indecision and 
confusion. Our farm block is 
splintered, and our general farm 
organizations are expending a 


great deal of energy fighting 
each other!” 
Buck pointed out that we 


need more facts with which to 
guide farm legislation intelli- 
gently. He praised the work of 
the Center for Agricultural Ad- 
justment at lowa State College, 
and urged other colleges to 
come to grips with the current 
economic problems of farmers 
in a similar way. 

Buck related part of our prob- 
lem to our ingrained belief in, 
ana reliance on, “efficiency” 
and “freedom.” These values 
and our desire for a stable and 
profitable agriculture come into 
some serious conflicts with each 
other. 

We prize the personal free- 
dom of running our business as 
we please. Yet we are indignant 
with the injustice of a system 
in which farmers are penalized 
for their ability to increase ef- 
ficiency. 

“How we worship at the feet 
of the god ‘efficiency’! One 
even hears arguments that the 
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family farm must go because it 
is no longer efficient,” says 
Buck. 


“This kind of talk is non- 
sense. Farmers have in- 
creased their efficiency at 
a very rapid rate. This in- 
creasing efficiency is a 
cause of rather than a cure 
for our present difficulties.” 


The free market is both an 
economic and a moral concept. 
Some believe (mistakenly, Buck 
thinks) that it is still typical of 


American industry, and that 
only agriculture has departed 
from it! 

In the non-farm economy, 


price and production controls 
are necessary for progress. The 
public has long supported this 
principle. Our society considers 
stability as an important eco- 


nomic objective in non-farm 
business. 
“Why not in agriculture?” 


asks Buck. “Must farming re- 
main the shock absorber? 

“People are led to believe 
that farm programs are frauds, 
have made farmers .nefficient, 
have made food high priced, 
and have been much too costly. 
I'm convinced some of this 
has been deliberate and, in farm 
leaders, almost unforgivable,” 
says Buck. 

Buck suggests the follow- 
ing four steps as part of the 
answer to our dilemma. 


1. Keep price supports at 
realistic levels. Price supports 
should not be set high enough 
to encourage expanded produc- 
tion beyond market outlets. 
Neither should we use low 
prices as a means of bringing 
about needed adjustment in ag- 
riculture. Low price supports 
are not a solution in themselves. 

2. Take vigorous steps to hold 
production and marketings of 
farm products to our needs. Ex- 
pand the retirement of land, 
concentrating on whole farms, 
and aiming for 60 to 70 million 
acres. A minimum percentage 
of each farmer’s cropland in un- 
harvested grass could be a con- 
dition for eligibility for any gov- 
ernment loan or payment. 

3. Take 
farmers’ 


steps to strengthen 
bargaining power in 
the market place. This is the 
self-help approach. The frame- 
work should be set so that it is 
a producer program, not a gov- 
ernment program. 

4. Place a moratorium on 
government programs that re- 
sult in expanded production.

Your high producing 
dairy cows may still need some 
supplemental grain. 

Dairyman Nyal Deardorff, 
Guthrie county, lowa, grain 
feeds his 25-cow Holstein herd 
both summer and winter. 

“You've got to provide a little 
extra nutrition for continuous 
high performance,” says Dear- 
dorff. 

He feeds each cow according 
to her level of production. 
Home-raised corn and oats, 
ground and mixed in equal 
parts, help keep feed 
down. 

George Werner, University of 
Wisconsin dairy husbandman, 
says, “Grain feeding is just as 
important for cows on pasture 
as it is during the winter season. 
And you can still lose money 
two ways—by feeding too much 
or too little.” 


costs 


Grain needs for cows on 
pasture depends on two fac- 
tors: Milk production and 
quality of the pasture. 
Werner advises you figure 

grain needs for an animal by 
classifying your pasture. Com- 
pare these classes and see how 
your pasture rates: 

Excellent pastures have plen- 
ty of succulent forage. You can 
consider bluegrass or many 
other grasses as excellent when 
they are pastured before the 
heading out stage. Grass-legume 
mixtures, or alfalfa and clover, 
rank excellent during the early 
bloom stage. 

A cow producing 25 pounds 
of milk or less on excellent pas- 
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ture needs no grain. But Wer- 
ner recommends feeding one 
pound of grain for each 2 and 
one-half pounds of milk over 25 
pounds 

Good pastures are about the 
same as excellent, but in a later 
stage of crop growth and ma- 
turity. In other words, many 
pastures are rated excellent dur- 
ing the early season but need 
to be revaluated as the 
progresses. 


season 


You can get by without grain 
on good pastures for cows pro- 
ducing 15 pounds of milk or less 
daily. 

But for cows milking above 
15 pounds on good pasture, you 
should add one pound of grain 
for each 3 pounds of milk 

Fair pastures have plenty of 
roughage, but are not very suc 
culent. Cows eat less of this 
pasture. And it furnishes few- 
er of a cow’s feed requirements. 

“Every milking cow will need 
some grain on this kind of pas- 
ture,” says Werner. One pound 
of grain for each 3 pounds 
of milk produced is your best 
guide. 

Best advice is to feed liberally 
but not wastefully. Watch milk 
production closely. If produc- 
tion goes down, move the cows 
to better pasture or feed hay, 
silage, or green chop along with 
grain. 

You may want to consider the 
pros and cons of year-round 
drylot feeding. Wisconsin re- 
searchers find you can increase 
production per acre this way, 
but labor and machinery de-

mands are greater with this 
system. 

In terms of milk production, 
an acre of forage fed as hay and 
silage in drylot produced about 
8,000 pounds milk per acre over 
the span of a 4-month test. 

In contrast, an acre chopped 
and fed daily for green feeding 
averaged 6,000 pounds per acre. 
Strip-grazing produced 5,000 
pounds. And rotation grazing 
only 2,600 pounds. 


What about protein 
needs? The milking cow re- 
quires more protein in her 
daily ration than any other 
farm animal. But because 
of bacterial activity in her 
rumen, she gets by without 
a variety of balanced pro- 
teins. 
Deardorff

All plantings made on or 
before April 16 gave about 
the same yields. 


Yields of plantings made be- 
tween April 16 and May 7 
dropped one bushel per acre 
for each day’s delay after April 
16. 

After May 7, the reduction 
was sharper. Each day’s delay 
meant a yield cut of nearly 2 
bushels per acre. 

These trials indicated that 
oats should be planted as soon 
as a good seedbed can be pre- 
pared. But results also sug- 
gest that yields of most oats in 
Iowa won't be affected too much 
by planting delays this year.

CORN YIELDS 


They've been going up-- 
at the rate of about one 
bushel per year. Why? 
Will this trend continue?

T’S NOT NEWS that corn yields have 
been zooming upward. The graph be- 
low sbows the dramatic increase in corn 
production. And right in the face of 
sharply reduced corn plantings 
Average U. S. yields have up

Iowa State College agronomists have 
provided some answers to this question.

But a few more years were used in 
developing hybrids for fringe areas, 
and getting them into maximum use. 


Since about 1948, then, yield boosts 
thru breeding had to come from im- 
provements made in hybrids themselves. 
Johnson figures present-day hybrids are 
about 10 percent higher-yielding than 
those grown 10 years ago, on the average. 

So improvement in hybrids increased

ments, Johnson was able to assign the 
credit for 7 of the 17'%-bushel gain to 
improvement thru breeding 


Fertilizer 


Tonnage of fertilizer nutrients used 
has increased steadily since 1940. The 
average annual boost has been 6.57 per- 
cent of the 1940-57 average, says agrono- 
mist John Pesek. Usage has risen from 
1.7 million tons in 1940 to 6.2 million tons 
in 1957. 

The important factor here is the sharp 
increase in the use of nitrogen since 
1950. Pesek estimates that 70 percent of 
the corn received nitrogen last year, with 
an average application of 35 pounds per 
fertilized acre. 

Assuming that 
produced an extra bushel of corn 
gen (with other nutrients) 
yields 11.7 bushels on the fertilized acres.

Spread over the total harvested 
acreage, nitrogen increased the av- 
erage U. S. yield 8.2 bushels in 1958 
(an unusually good crop year). 


Carrying these assumptions one step 
further to consider average weather con- 
ditions, they indicate that 6 bushels of the 
17'!2-bushel increase came from fertilizer. 

This leaves 4% bushels of 
the increase to account for. 
Louis M. Thompson, associate 
dean of agriculture, believes 
that several factors contribute 
to this remaining yield im- 
provement. 

Harvested corn acreage 
dropped from a high of 94 mil- 
lion acres in 1944 to about 74 
million acres the last 2 years. 
This reduction of some 20 mil- 
lion acres allowed farmers to 
shift their corn to their best 
land, and boost average vields. 

Thompson says the rest 
comes from simply doing a 
better job of growing corn now 
than we did in 1940. Better 
equipment has improved time- 
liness in planting, cultivating,

Can we expect the roughly one- 
bushel-per-year rate of improve- 
ment to continue indefinitely? 


No, not indefinitely, believes Thomp- 
son. If we continue to increase fertilizer 
use, corn yields may be pushed up to 
around 60 bushels (national average). Put

Will it be profitable for farmers to con- 
tinue to boost fertilizer as fast as in the 
last 10 years? Not at the level of corn 
prices expected

soil, on the average, and reverse the trend 
of the last 10 years 


We can expect land to be shifted 
out of oats into corn at a rather steady 
rate in the years ahead. Corn pro- 
duces more than twice as many 
pounds of grain per acre as oats. 


Shifting land from oats and other crops 
will hold down average corn yields as 
poorer land is put into corn. But it will 
increase total feed grain production! 

In summary, Thompson expects an in- 
crease in corn acreage the next 2 or 3 
years; a leveling off of corn yields; and 
an increase in total feed grain production. 

We've gained most of the improvement 
expected to come from corn breeding. 
We've skimmed the cream off yield 
boosts thru fertilizer applications. We can 
no longer move to better land. 

Is Thompsoon’s predicted 60-bushel 
U.S. plateau as high as we can go? 

“We don’t know what the limits will 
be,” says Thompson. “New information 
and new techniques, uncovered thru 
basic research, might raise our average 
yield potential above this level. 

“One important lesson has been learned 
from this study. That is, the factors that 
gave us rapid increases in corn yields 
from 1940 to 1958 will not be operating 
in the same proportion in the future. 

“If yields per acre continue to climb, 
the burden will be largely on fertilizer— 
unless new technology is developed.”

for rabies diagnosis 


Rabies is a fatal disease. It 
is primarily found in animals— 
dogs, cats, cattle, other domes- 
tic animals, and many wild ani- 
mals. Man may also get the 
rabies. 

It is caused by a virus found 
in the saliva of infected animals. 


| Spreading is usually thru the 
| bite or scratch of an infected 
| animal. 


There is no easy way to recog- 
nize a rabid animal. In early 
stages, the animal may appear 


| sick but not attract attention 


thru abnormal actions. 

The only way to make a posi- 
tive diagnosis is by examination 
of the animal’s brain in a labora- 
tory. 

If an animal suspected of 
having rabies bites some one, 
pen the animal and contact your 
veterinarian. If the animal 


| must be killed, do not shoot it 


in the head or damage the brain. 
The brain is needed for labora- 
tory diagnosis. 

Dogs can be protected against 
rabies by vaccination. Many 
cities and towns require such 
vaccination.

Leptospirosis can be spread 
by wild animals. A recent sur- 
vey in one state showed that 
foxes, raccoons, deer, wood

Trying new way 
of egg grading 


A NEW egg grading method 
is being tried by the 
USDA in six states. 

Under this method, egg 
candlers don’t examine each egg 
for interior quality. The pro- 
ducer, the laying flock, and fa- 
cilities are checked very care- 
fully. 

Flock and management prac- 
tices must come up to certain 
high standards. These require- 
ments are such that the egg 
buyer is assured that eggs 
haven’t gone down in quality 
when he gets them. 

Only a few eggs are 
broken out. This gives the 
buyer a double-check that 
everything is all right on 
the farm. 

If the broken-out eggs are up 
to standard, the rest of the 
shipment will be examined for 
shell stains and cracks while 
they’re flash-candled for blood 
spots. 

Eventually, even the flash 
candling will be eliminated. 
Electronic blood spot detectors 
will be used. 

Results in USDA trials so far 
indicate that a five egg break- 
out sample from a 10 case ship- 
ment may be sufficient for the 
interior quality check

Effective swine 
scours treatment 


A NEW WEAPON the swine 
producer can use in his battle 
against enteritis has proved out 
in farm use. The product is 
furazolidone, commonly known 
by the trade name of nf-180. 

It is added to swine rations 
at the rate of 6 pounds per ton 
of feed. When used for a 
period of 2 weeks, it effectively 
controls necro and bloody scours, 
according to research reported 
by the manufacturer, Hess and 
Clark, Inc., Ashland, Ohio. 

Much of the loss to enteritis 
occurs in very young pigs, and 
often goes unrecognized by pro- 
ducers. But when pigs weigh- 
ing 50 to 75 pounds come 
down with scours or enteritis, 
you can easily see and feel the 


profit drain. 


The nitrofuran drugs, to 
which nf-180 belongs, are a 
comparatively new group of 
antimicrobials. They stop hog 
scours by a germ-starving ac- 
tion. 

By interfering with germs’ 
nutritional balance, nf-180 liter- 
ally starves them to death. The 
germs do not develop resist- 
ance to the drug, says the manu- 
facturer. 


New hog buying 
system announced 


A NEW merit-buying plan for 
hog purchases has been an- 
nounced by Swift and Company. 
It is designed to pay higher 
prices for quality animals. 

The program is aimed at 
stimulating the production of 
hogs that will meet the con- 
sumer demand for lean pork, ac- 
cording to P. E. Petty, Swift 
vice president in charge of pork 
operations. 

The Swift method is based 
on the yield of the four primal 
cuts—hams, loins, picnics, and 
Boston butts. The yield of 
these cuts is important since 
they currently make up over 
60 percent of the value of the 
hog, Petty states. 

Swine experts have long 
recognized that hogs within a 
single government grade are 
not all alike. Some carcasses 
that make U. S. No. 1 will pro- 
duce 33 percent of their live 
weight in the four lean cuts. 
Others in this same grade will 
yield as high as 37 percent. 
U. S. No. 3’s will yield 30 per- 
cent or less. 

A yield of 33 percent is con- 
sidered by Swift to be an av- 
erage hog. At present prices, 
for every one percent above 
the 33 percent yield figure, the 
Swift buyer may pay 25 cents 
more per hundred pounds. 
Similar deductions are made 


for hogs that yield less than 33 
percent. 

The primal cut yields are es- | 
timated in the live hogs by 
Swift buyers. They are trained 
to make these estimates within 
one percent of accuracy.

TOP QUALITY HOLSTE INS, 
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Fertilizer tests show 


increased corn yields 


Illinois agronomist today re- 
ported that heavy fertilization over 
the past 4 years has boosted corn 
yields nearly 100 bushels per acre on 
experimental fields cropped contin- 
uously to corn for 83 years. 

Dr. M. B. Russell, head of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois agronomy depart- 
ment, says these continuous corn plots 
had received no plant food until 1955. 
In that year, one-quarter of each plot 
was limed, and received nitrogen, phos- 
phate and potash fertilizer. 

The 1958 corn yield was 130 
per acre on the fertilized areas, 
pared to bushels on the plots that 
had received no treatment the 83- 
year period. Russell pointed out that 
this 130-bushel yield was the cumu- 
lative result of repeated fertilizer 
treatments since 1955. 

“The plant food applications were 
sufficiently high to give reasonable 
assurance that lack of nutrients would 
not limit yields,” he said. “It is not 
to be inferred that the rates actually 
used are recommended a ‘practical’ 
or ‘economical’.”

VACATION WILL COME LATE for many Iowa youngsters this spring. 
With the usual time for school to “let out” only a few weeks away, there’s 
been a chorus of moans and groans as schools announce an extra week of 
classes to make up for days lost during the year.

CATTLE PRICES shot upward the last of March and early

as cattle reach marketable finish seems wise.

HOG PRICES should move upward during the next couple 
months. Supplies will be large enough to prevent any run- 
away rise. From the early summer peak, a progressive de- 
cline is likely

CORN SEEMS to be in strong hands. Disappearance 
has been large. The loan has taken a lot of corn off the 
market. No sharp rise is in the picture, but a steady to 
strong trend is likely into early summer.

THE INCREASING POWER of supermarket chains to 
bargain for price with suppliers is now being felt in the 
dairy industry. The broiler producers already know what 
this is like. The milk dealer with margins squeezed by 
supermarkets keeps a squeeze on producers. He’s in a poor 
position to grant higher prices in a bargaining session with 
producers. 


THIS TYPE OF PROBLEM can come with the advanced 
stages of integration. The first integrators in an industry, 
such as egg production and marketing, can sell to a choice of 
competing markets. The chains which make up the markets 
are expanding and consolidating. There’s little except anti- 
trust laws to keep big chains from “cooperating’”’ when they 
bargain on price

APRIL AND MAY are often the busiest months on the 
farm. But don’t let the pressure of spring work force you 
into skipping application of fertilizer. Few farm jobs are 
likely to pay off so well 


STARTER FERTILIZER on corn, for example, gives an 
average yield increase of 6 to 10 bushels per acre. If it’s 
applied 2 inches below and 2 inches to the side of the seed 
with fertilizer attachments on new planters, you may get 
4 to 6 bushels more. Kits are available to convert split boot 
planter attachments to deeper placement. 


WITHOUT enough plants per acre, your corn can’t take 
full advantage of soil fertility. Except in dry areas, aim for 
stands of 13,000 to 16,000 plants per acre. Tho plant sur- 
vival varies widely with the season, figure on planting 5 
kernels to get 4 plants. If you’re planting in 40-inch rows, 
it’s easy to figure planting rate. In 40 inch rows. each kernel 
represents 4,000 kernels per acre. So for about a 13,000 
stand, plant 4 kernels in each 40 inches. For 16,000 plants, 
drop 5 kernels.
